Mortality Rate 


for U. S. Declines 


Motor Deaths Under 1935, 


But Latter Part of Year 


Is Worse 


NEW YORK—Mortality in the Unit- 


ed States during the first nine months 
of 1936, :is reflected by the death rate 
of 8.6 per thousand among the 17,000,- 
000 Industrial policyholders of the 
Metropolitan 
Life 
Insurance 
Com- 


pany during that period,, is approach- 
ing the all-time low record of 1935 
when the death rate among the policy- 
holders was 8.5 per thousand. 
Con- 


fining the experience to white poli- 
cyholders alone, the death rate was 
identical with that established last 
year. The health record of Canada 
was even better than that of the 
United States. 


Homicide was one of several causes 


of death for which minimum low 
death rates were established during 
the first three-quarters of 19:16, while 
the suicide rate showed improvement 
with a return to the 1D29 level. New 
low mortality records for the nine- 
months' period were established for 
typhoid 
fever, the principal com- 


municable diseases of childhood, tu- 
berculosis, chronic nephritis, diarrhea 
and enteritis, and the puerperal con- 
ditions. Higher death rates, however, 
were shown for diabetes, diseases of 
the heart, diseases of the coronary 
arteries, influenza 
and 
pneumonia 


combined, cerebral hemorrhage, and 
accidents. 


"Fatal accidents, which tend to in- 


crease with the revival of business." 
the insurance company statisticians 
point out, "have risen from 54.6 to 58.2 
per 100,000 since the corresponding 
nine months period of last year. This 
increase, however, has been in fa- 
talities other than from automobile 
accidents. Automobile deaths for the 
entire period of nine months arc still 
below the figure of last year, but this 
is only because of low rates establish- 
ed during the early months of 1936. 
In fact the favorable record this year 
is no doubt due to the reduced auto- 
mobile traffic last winter during a 
period of heavy storms. 
The third 


quarer of 1936 has shown a turn for 
the worse, and the average rate for 
July, August, and September has been 
higher than for the corresponding 
period a year ago. 


"The death rate for influent and 


pneumonia combined is slightly high- 
er again this year than in recent years 
-90.5 per 100,000 us compared with 
86.5 in 1935 and 81.5 in 1934. The mor- 
tality from influenza alone has re- 
mained at approximately the same 
level as in 1935. Among white policy-- 
holders, however, there was a decline 
!n the influenza rate from 13.9 in 1935 
to 12.7 in 1!KG.

cree after .hearing a few minutes of 
formal testimony. 


The decree will be made absolute 


within six months. 


Mrs. Simpson alleged that her hus- 


band was guilty of misconduct on 
three occasions last July. 


"Royal Attitude" 


Those wlip have expressed belief that 


the.monarch might marry his friend 
•cited two reasons: 


.1. Continuation of self-imposed cen- 


sorship by British newspapers. on the 
divorce suit, thus enabling Mayfair 
gossip to enjoy full play without an 
authoritative restraint. 


2i What is described as the bachelor 


monarch's "royal attitude" on the 
whole case which, in effect, is that his 
private life remains his own affair in 
defiance of even the highest officials 
of the realm—so long as he performs 
his state duties. 


Mrs. Simpson, friends said, has been 


greatly upset by publicity her affairs 
have received in the United States, 
and has remained in seclusion to gain 
composure for her brief court ap- 
pearance. 


Gossips at Odds 


The fact that Edward's high position 


docs not permit him to make state- 
ments as an ordinary person might, 
does not prevent Mayfair personages 
who claim royal acquaintance from 
discussing his most intimate affairs. 
Some insist that the king is determined 
to marry Mrs. Simpson while others 
assert equally emphatically that such 
a possibility is fantastic. They doubt 
that Edward could marry any woman 
twice divorced and continue to hold 
his throne in England. 


(Mrs. Simpson was divorced from 


her first husband, Lieut. Earl Spencer, 
in 1927 after 11 years of marriage.) 


These persons say that the fact that 


Mrs. Simpson would be the divorced 
wife of a former officer of one of the 
king's own historic regiments would 
make such a marriage eycn more unac- 
ceptable to the British public. 


Simpson, himself, continues to de- 


cline discussion of the case, but it was 
learned that he views as "utterly im- 
possible" the marriage of his king to 
his wife. 
Some persons who profess authority 


for their remarks say that the king and 
Mrs. Simpson are deeply in love and 
that the monarch is determined to 
break all royal precedents if necessary 
to marry her. 


Others, however, point out that King 


Edward as a bachelor has had close 
friendships with many women in the 
past, including Americans. 


Friends of Mrs. Simpson say that no 


matter what the outcome of the royal 
acquaintanceship, no woman has en- 
joyed such royal favors from Edward 
as have been showered on Mrs. Simp- 
son. The king, Mrs. Simpson's friends 
say, has given her rich gifts of every 
description, has provided a royal car 
and chauffeur to be at her beck and 
call, has satisfied her every whim and 
fancy, and has introduced her to 
other members of his family at Bal- 
moral castle and Buckingham palace.

He will do well to take at least 
one extra day or afternoon off for rest 
and recreation, ahd perhaps also win- 
ter and summer vacations. 


Authorities suggest that when a per- 


son suffers a severe attack of sick 
headache, his room should be dark- 
ened a*nd everything kept as quiet as 
possible. Most of these patients are so 
intensely uncomfortable that they do 
not, want to be touched. An icebag 
to the head or a hot water bottle to the 
feet may aid in relief. 
:.Itmay be necessary, as has already 
been pointed out, to control the action 
of the'bowels, to: watch the diet, and 
to stimulate the blood-forming organs. 


In'spme instances, digestive disturb- 


ances bring on sick headaches. Care- 
ful examination of the constitution of 
the patient will indicate this fact and 
help the physician make suitable cor- 
rection.

It is so natural for us to let anyone

be dressing him until he is far past 
their right age. If she doesn't allow him 
to take his own bath when he is three, 
he may or may not be bathing himself 
at six. 


Easy to Be Dependent 


If your small son or daughter were 


able to dispense with your services 
overnight, and quickly adjust them- 
selves to the new order, it must still 
be remembered that there is always a 
certain percentage who have formed 
such fixed habits of dependence that to 
hand them over to themselves amounts 
to hysterics. It happens very often, 
indeed. One of the children may set 
up a resistance to self help, despite the 
fact that he was treated the same as his 
brother and sister. 


Then there is usually the willing 


tiorse in the family. A little older than 
the rest, or sometimes not. Either from 
congenial conscience for work, or a 
real liking for domesticity, she (or he) 
may become a second parent. The 
idea is praiseworthy as far as it goes, 
and, dear knows, mothers need a right- 
bower. But the effect on the rest is not 
so good. They shake off the shackles 
of duty to self, and won't even use 
their heads. A mental lethargy en- 
sues. Children have to think, as well 
ac act, in their own behalf. 


Let go the child's hands, figurative- 


ly speaking. Have him learn early to 
button his own clothes, attend to him- 
self at the toilet, bathe himself and 
come home without being hunted. 
Make him think and act. He won't 
be a paragon, but give him time. Don't 
be impatient, and increase his depend- 
ence. Make him an incipient Thoreau, 
who, sans everything, took care of him- 
self in the woods for years without any 
man's help.
